As noted above, the examiner agrees with the applicant's arguments that the prior art does 
not teach a single bit associated with each of the sectors that indicates whether the data is to be 
encrypted prior to being transmitted over a bus. The examiner was unable to find any teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation that would render the above limitation obvious. Therefore, claims 1- 
13 are novel and not obvious.
